Metal or receptacles should 
be provided wherever matches are 
used, There siould be a speclal place 
reserved for matches whieh have not 
yet been ignited and another fur 
burned matehes. Many a disastrous 
fire has been started by a match be- 
ing stepped on, or by the friction of 
the teeth of nibbling mice or rats, ov: 
by leaving matches where children, 
could get hold of them and play with! 
-them. It is never safe to toss a burn- 
ed mateh into a waste basket, for of- 
ten a tiny spark of fire will remain 
within the charred’

Electric flat jrons are charged with 
causing a eveat many fires.

tries. Returned Canadians in the 
period totalled 62,298, as against 
88,987 in 1925, 


Figures submitted at the annual 
convention of the Nova Scotia 
Dairymen's Association showed 27 
creameries operating in the province 
in 1926, producing 4,764,000 pounds 
of butter, or an increase of 51% 
per cent. over the production of 
1925.
